IDOPT STMIMD
FOR HIGH SCHOQL

State Board of Education Ai*-
ranges Course of Study; to Be

Purswcd.

URGES STUDY OF SPANISH

Govcrnor and Attorncy-General
Speak of Need for Knowledge

of This Language.

The Stnto Board of Education hnd a

Icngthy and Interesting sesslon last nlght
at 8 o'cloek ln tho Cnpltol, at whlch
some important questlons were dtscusscd
nnd Ecvfcru- ohangos made In tho sche-
c'ulu for tho high sohool courseB.
.JJ.mbors of tho board present wero;

Governor Swanson, Attorney-Getiernl "Wil-
linni A. Andorson, Superlntendent J. D.
Kgglosuu, Jr., Dr. Lyon a. Tyler, Sup-
erllitobdent W. A. Bowles, of Staunton,
and Superlntendent H, C. Glass. Dr. C.
"W. Kent, of the Unlverslty of VIrglnlrf,
hnd an engagemont ln Alabama, and wns

unablo to bo present. Captaln J. T. AVest
ls confined to his bed in. Norfolk, be¬
cause of n recent operatlon performed
on hls eyes.
Senator George B. Koezell, of Rock-

Inghnin, appeared beforo tho board, and
mado an lnformal and very Interest¬
ing statemoht as to high bcuooI condi¬
tions in hls county. He brought to the
board tho petltion of tho Bocklnghnm
people for hlgh school ald for eleven
schools, and declared that those sohools
would have an averago attendance of
more than twenty. Sonator Keezell of¬
fered an elabornte array of flgure* to
show that nn equltahle dlvlslon of tho
h'gh school fund would glve Rocklngham
liom twelve hundred to fifteon hundred
dollars. He sald that Rocklngham was
thoroughly Imtnied wlth two ideas.flrst,
tho necesslty of paying better salaries
to teachers, in order to command hign
talent more extenslvely, and, second, tho
civsntngo of local hlgh schools.
On tho latter polnt ho stated that It

had come to the polnt that hls people,
who were ambltlous for tho o__vanceinent
of their children, wore obllged elther
to send them to a boarding school or to
move thelr fnmllles to a town or clty,
unless they could have rural hlgh schools.
He declared that Rocklngham proposed
to pay Its hlgh school teacners from
sevonTiy to elghty dollars por month.
The board rescinded the rcsolutlon

adopted at Its last meeting to tlie effect
that any school that accepts the hlgh
school appropriatlon shall ndmlt puplls
from any part of the State on the same
coondltlons as the uplls from the distrlct
In whlch Uie school Is located, thus leav¬
lng thls matter to the local bonrds.

Standard Adopted.
The board then went Into a dlscussion

of the hlgh school recutlrements, and the
followlng standard was adopted:
A school whose course oLJ.tuuy con-

forms to the followlng standard shall be
called a hlgh school, and shall be known
as a hlgh school of tho flrst, second or
third grade, accordlng to the number of
sesslons of at least eight months, devoted
excluslvely to hlgh school work and to
such revlew of grammar school branches
as may be necessary. A school dolng the
four years' work as outllned below shall
bo called a flrst grade hlgh school; a

school dolng the flrst, second and third
years' work as outllned below shall be
called a second grade hlgh school; a
school dolng the flrst and second years'
work' as outllned below shall be c%lled a

third grade hlgh school. .
